1.  2014-March I 03-23-2015 Stanley Zeitz moved to recommend application be approved as requested 
for assistance with three month’s rent only. The Committee recommends the applicant apply for food 
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stamps  and  seek  additional  income  through  and  future  household  stability  prior  to  additional 
applications. Larry Struck seconded the motion, and the motion carried by majority vote. 

 
2.  2014-March F 04-13-2015 George Cushing moved to recommend application be approved for one 

month’s rent and utility only to bring applicant up to the remainder of the $10,000. The Committee 
recommends the applicant apply for food stamps and child care assistance through DES and other 
state assistance. Carol Culbertson seconded the motion, and the motion carried unanimously. 

 
3.  2013-July H 04-13-2014 Kathy Pearce moved to recommend application be approved for three 

months of rent, and utilities-water, gas, electric only. The Committee recommends the applicant 
apply for social security to supplement household income. George Cushing seconded the motion, 
and the motion carried unanimously. 

 
4.  2015-March F Kathy Pearce moved to recommend application be approved for one month of rent, 

auto, auto insurance, internet and utilities-water, gas, electric only. The Committee recommends the 
applicant apply for social security and CRSC to supplement household income. George Cushing 
seconded the motion, and the motion carried unanimously. 

 
5.  2015-April B George Cushing moved to recommend application be approved three months of 

assistance  with  rent,  utility-water,  and  auto  insurance  only.  The  committee  recommends  the 
applicant apply for food stamps. Stanley Zeitz seconded the motion, and the motion carried 
unanimously. 

 
6.  2015-March G TIP George Cushing moved to recommend application be approved for up to the 

remainder of the $10,000 for participation in the Transition in Place program that provides up to six 
month housing assistance and supportive services.  Anthony Irby seconded the motion, and the 
motion carried unanimously. 

 
7.  2015-April C Anthony Irby moved to recommend application be tabled. The Committee is requesting 

3rd party verification for combat related issues and well as 2 months bank statements. Kathy Pearce 
seconded the motion, and the motion carried unanimously.
